WHAT DO YOU DG ON WEDNESDAY MORNINGS? 


Would you like to come and join a class at Swavesey Village College 
studying the literature of the First World War? We’re a friendly 
group consisting mostly of women but anyone of either sex and any 
age is most welcome. Transport is available from Bar Hill and there 
is a creche for pre-school children. The class starts at 10.00 (but 
we usually aim to arrive at about %.50 so as to have time for a cup 
of coffee first) and finishes at 11.30, we are back in Bar Hili 
before 12.00. 


We study a different subject each term but this term we will be 
reading and discussing the prose and poetry which was written as a 
result of the First World War. We will be considering how this 
writing changed society’s view of war and how it shattered many of 
the illusions Europe held about itself. We will try to analyse some 
of the changes which took place as a result. Three books will be 
studied in detail, one of which will be "Goodbye to All That" by 
Robert Graves, and several poems, including those of Brooke, Owen, 
Sassoon, Rosenberg and Gurney. There will be plenty of opportunity 
for discussion, and the chance to do some writing if we wish, but 
there is no pressure on anyone who does not want to do so. 


The class begins on 2ist September. Why not come along to the first 
morning and see if you like it? You need not enrol in advance nor 
pay any fees (which are usually about £15.00 per term) until the 
second or third week. If you would like to know more, we have copies 
of a letter from the tutor giving an outline of the course and a 
reading list.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, 


I am pleased to be able to report that by the time you read this 
Newsletter Cambus will have brought into operation their revised 
route for the 155 service. This now reverts to the original routing 
around the Perimeter Road in an anti-clockwise direction obviating 
the necessity of people having to cross the Perimeter Road after 
getting off the bus. It was last March that Cambus decided to 
introduce the clockwise operation, this received many objections from 
passengers. Cambus have only recently relented following complaints 
and lobbying from many sources including the County Council and the 
Police. I hope that the revised system will now remain with us and 
that there will no thoughts by Cambus to alter the route again. I 

am again pressing the County Council to provide footpaths to the bus 
shelters which where provided by the Parish Council during past years 


The County Council’s Traffic Committee have unanimously decided to 

increase the speed limit on the Perimeter Road from 30 mph to 40 mph 

I attended the meeting and put the views. of residents and emphasised 

the need to closely monitor the new speed limit and review the 

Situation later, this was agreed. 40 mph signs will be erected ali ae) 
around the perimeter road and 30 mph signs will be erected at the 

entrance to each estate road. The new limit comes into force after 

the County Council have completed the necessary erection of signs 

and legal proceedures. . 


The Secretary of State for the Environment has recently announced 
proposals to modify the County Councils Structure Plan which was 
submitted last year. These include the increase of housing by 10% 
and the construction of a new Settlement aon the ASS West of Cambridge 
between the Green Belt Boundary and the Ald to include an out of town 
shopping centre and high tech business park along with 3,000 plus 
houses. He also proposed a village of 1,500 houses situated adjacent 
to the ALO North of Cambridge. He also confirmed the Green Belt 
Boundaries around Cambridge with two noticable exceptions. These 
vere: Arbury Camps Farm and the City Council Allotments near Histon 
Road and the Sewage Works at Milton Road, which are likely to lose 
their Green Belt status. There are also some 40 other minor amend- 
ments. Local people will have six weeks in which to let the 
Department of the Environment know of their views on these changes. @ 
The full document can be inspected at local Government offices and 

at main Libraries throughout the County. 


James Paice MP for South East Cambridgeshire will be holding a 
Public meeting at Dry Drayton Village Hall on Sth September at 8 pm 
to hear comments from local residents on the proposals contained in 
the Structure plan modifications. You are cordially invited to 
attend this meeting to air your views or write to James Paice at the 
Conservative Offices, 153 St. Neots Road, Hardwick.
